"Tho most startling feat I ever saw."

who has made d study of Indians In 
various parts of the United States for 
his own edification, "was performed 
by tho priests of the Zunl tribe In Arl- 
lona, or, aB they were called, 'The 
Ancients of Creation.'

Rural Postage To Be Lowered. , 

In the annual report of Postmaster Gen- 
eral Robert J. Wynne, for the fiscal year 
ended June SO, he urgently recommends 
the establishment of a new rate of postage 
In connection with tbe rural service, for the 
delivery of small parcels. It it shown that 
there has grown up a demand by patrons 
of the rural free delivery service for the 
banding of light packages of merchandise, 
and the present rate of 1 cent per ounce ia 
declared practically prohibitive. For in- 
stance;^ grocer who gets an order over the 
telephone for a pound of coffee would have 
to pay 16 cents to send it by rural delivery. 
The postmaster General suggests'- to con- 
gress that a rate 3 cents per pound or any 
fraction thereof be authorized for packages 
of this class, no parcel to exceed 5 pounds. 
This rate in intended to apply; however, 
only to packages deposited at tbe local 
poatolfice for delivery to patrons on routes 
from that office. A special stamp is re- 
commended for this class of matter.

SHOEMAKER AT* WADS- 
WORTH. MANY YEARS 



Looks Shop Doors Friday and Neigh- 
bors Break In Holiday and Fiud 
Him Hanging by Hope.' 

Neil Knudsen, a well known shoemaker 
of Wadswoitb', clerk of tbe Woodmen and 
Ben Hur lodges of that village and a man 
respected by all who knew him, committed 
suicide at his home Friday morning by 
hanging, the body being discovered Mon- 
day. 

Knudsen was last seen alive Friday 
morning. But at noon of that day his 
shop, which is at tbe residence, was locked 
and remained locked until Monday after- 
noon when citizens of the town becoming 
suspicious that all was not right broke inlo 
the house and there they found the body of 
tbe old shoemaker banging in the stairway 

He had placed a board across tbe -open- 
ing for the stairs, one end resting on the 
window sill nnd the other end oa tbe ban- 
ister, and to this board was attached a 
rope . Coroner Taylor conducted an inquest 
and a verdict was rendered in accordance 
with the facts. 

Knudsen had resided in Wads worth for 
mnny years . His wife died years ogo and 
his one child, a mat ried daughter, resided 
in Russell, *. ' 

The old man had never shown any signa 
of being melancholy and his suicide sur- 
prised the entire community. 

In a letter he left addressed to bis daugh- 
ter it wns evident that he suicided because 
of his inability to pay several email debts 
aggregating about $206. 

One of his creditors had asked him for 
money Friday morning, and it is thought 
his inability to meet the obligation preyed 
upon his mind until he took bis life. His 
lodge books were found to be in excellent 
shape. "

Strange andi Beautiful Forms and Col. 
ore to Be Seen. 

You look up through the green wat- 
er as if you were a^flBli yourse?f'and 
know for the ttrst time how it feels to 
be at the bottom of tho sea, says a 
writer In Everywhere Great, solemn, 
aldermanlc-looklng cod swim up and 
stare Into your very eyes; enormous 
conger eels writhe playfully around 
your bend; idlollc-looklng dog-fish He 
piled on one another and blink placid- 
ly Into your face like so many sheep; 
while the skates and the string rays 
are flattened out in panting flaccid ity 
upon the gravel at the bottom, Little 
silver herrings and golden-hued young 
salmon drift about like clouds lit by 
the moon and on all sides, against the 
rocks that vary the surface of tho 
tanks, wave the exquisite fringes of 
the sea anemones.

Betts, a 
relative, Here an overshoe that' belonged' 
to the dead mnn was found and, convinced 
that tbey were upon tbe right track, tbe 
two continued the search, 

A little further they found bloody traces 
and off in the Held the dog barkod at a colt' 
that was running loose. The two men 
went into' the field, and there hanging to a 
rope tied to the' colt was the body of Smith, 
cold ia death. The colt ran away bat was 
finally cauabt and tbe body disentangled. 

It was found that the dead .man clutched 
in bis bands the rope that proved his un- 
doing: It was wound around the hand 
two or three timeB with a knot at its "end 
and Smith was supposidly leading the colt. 

It was tbe theory of the coroner and the 
jury that as Smith led the animal the dog 
barked at the colt's heels, frightening it, 
or even biting it. Then the horse sped 
away and Smith was unable to untangle 
bis hand in time from the rope.

Treasury I'nya Kxpcnsci of Recruiting? 
Officer in a Peculiar Fnsblon. 

Ofllccra of the navy who bars 
chnrgo of the recruiting for thnt scr- 
vlco have dcvlned n menus of extract- 
ing money from the federal treasury. 
According to a decision recently made 
by Comptroller Traccwell It la unlaw- 
ful to pay the expences Incurred by 
officers detailed for recruiting duty. Ho 
holds that nil they are entitled to re- 
ceive Is their mileage, ninountlug to 8 
cents for each tnllo actually traveled. 
Mileage will not cover tho exponsos, 
because most of the journeys nro short 
nnd tho stays in a particular city rath- 
er long. 

The .plan Is to send tho officers 
around Robin Hood's barn, When It la 
desired tltnt nn olllecr shall open n re- 
cruiting ofllec In Baltimore for n week 
or ten days Uo Is to be ordered to St. 
Louis and then to Baltimore, nis stay 
la St. Louis Is to be limited to about 
live minutes. By the operation tho of- 
ficer comr>s Into possession of about 
SH'iO, ont of which lie hhs to pay nlwut 
Sb'O for railroad fare. The remainder 
will pay Ills expenses Tor a two weeks' 
stay In Baltimore!, 

After he has "done" Baltimore Pitts- 
burg may be Ills next stopping phico. 
Instead of going there from Baltimore, 
nnd getting about ?l!-i ho, under thi» 
new plan, will journey to Deliver and 
return before beginning operations In 
Pittsburg, nnd so on to the end of the 
recruiting Itinerary. 

It is believed Hint tbe comptroller 
will not dnre question the discretion 
of tho Secretary of (ho Navy to send 
nn oil leer wheresoever ho thinks ht«j 
services nre required and that the 
scheme will work. If It will not, then 
recruiting will have to come to an curl 
until Congress can net. Thnt would 
be a calamity, as the nuvj' needs 1,000 
men to man the ships In commission. 
Tbo seaboard cities are not good re- 
crullli.g grounds, becnuso there the 
satisfactory men know too much 
about U10 life of an enlisted man In 
tho navy to bo persuaded to enlist, 
except as a last resort or ns a menns 
of bracing up, 

As there Is no wny for nn enlisted 
man to get a commission so he can 
becomo a "gentleman," there Is no 
such Incentive for an ambitious l»y to 
enlist In tbo navy ns there Is in tlta 
army, wbcre, after two years' service, 
he la eligible to be ordered up for on 
examination, which, If successfully 
passed, means n commission and a life 
job at good pay ami a pension for his 
widoir and minor children.

j Steers arc now ready for the market 
at 2 years old or under. If all tbe ani- 
mals shipped to the stock yards wcro 
of this kind there would not be much 
complaint about poor returns in stock 
br coil lug and beet-making. A good 
many fanners aro still trying to make 
profi table beef on old tdeera, But the 
young steer Is the only animal that 
gives us any promise of a profit. — Ex- 
change.

the eye bits sprouted to sepurnte the 
shoots, nnd by careful handling to pro- 
duce u plant from each. 
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"Feeding Milk to Poultry. 

Farmers who have more or less skim 
milk and a generous supply of sour 
milk can feed both profitably to lay- 
ing bens during tho winter. Milk 
should be given ntj other things nro 
fed, with n view to having ns much 
variety as possible, While the fowls 
rarely tire of the milk. It. generally 
brings the host results If the prepti ra- 
tion of It Is somewhat varied.

Facta Prove It More Valuable Thsn 
Gold, Says a Writer. 

Haa the reader ever stopped to con- 
sider that, viewed Irom whatever 
standpoint It may be, coal Is of more 
gold? asks a writer in Cent Per Cent.

The state of Ohio seems to have pass- 
ed its meridian and the oil promoters 
and gushers of Texas no longer gush 
as they did a year or two ago. The 
oil industry can no more snuff out 
the coal Industry than the planet Jupi- 
ter can hurl itself against nnd snuff 
out' the sun. Geologists calculate 
that enough coal remains in the bow- 
els of the earth to last a thousand 
years.- Dare they predict with equal 
confidence that the petroleum supply 
at any given place will Inst Ave? Pe- 
troleum la the only possible competi- 
tor to coal and Its flow is so specula- 
latlve and uncertain that It assuredly 
will never jeopardize the coal Inter- 
ests of the country.

Feeding- Gceiic for Market. 

Feeding and marketing geese has 
become n large Industry In the North- 
west, centering especially annual Wa- 
tertown, Wis., where about 00,000 
pounds of stuffed or art! 11 el ally fed 
geese and about &>."),( )OP pounds of 
naturally fed geese are shipped aiiuu- 
ally to the principal markets of the 
country. The ileum nil for artificially 
fed poultry seems to lie increasing 
steadily, and the Wisconsin shippers 
claim they cannot till their orders at 
present The process of shilling caus- 
es the geese to develop unnaturally 
largo livers, sometimes large enough 
to cover a small-sized plate, and weigh- 
ing as in licit ns three and one- half 
pounds. The livers are considered t lie 
most delicate and expensive part of 
the carcass. When f red lug artificially, 
the operator holds the goose hut ween 
his knees and forces the food down Its 
throat hi the form of little bulls of 
dough, which Is first dipped lu warm 
water to make It go down more easily. 
Knelt goose receives eight of these 
dough balls three times a day during 
the iirst week, four times during the 
second week, and every three or four 
hours night and day during the third 
anil last week. By tills time the geese 
become extremely fat and must be 
marketed; or Ihclr health and condi- 
tion will begin to suffer. 



Stored Ornln Lunch Wcl«ht, 

Whenever grain Is stored, It must be 
remembered that, as a general rule, 
wheat will shrink in weight consider- 
ably before the following spring. It 
Is not possible to. state definitely what 
that shrinkage will a mount to, as this 
will depend upon how dry the grain Is 
at the lime Itgoes into storage, the way 
lu which it is stdied, anil the prevail- 
ing climate conditions at the time of 
storage and during the period of stor- 
age. For example, when wheat Is har- 
vested and thrashed during a rather 
damp season, it will shrink a great 
deal more before spring titan when It 
Is gathered during a dry, windy fall. 
In the Tall of the year, when both old 
and new wheat lsqimled on the mar- 
kets, there Is usually from 1 to ,'i cents 
difference In the price per hushed. As 
it rule we do not believe that that dif- 
ference represents tho anion tit of the 
old wheat has shrunk since the fall be- 
fore, especially not If It went Into 
storage when the atmosphere was 
rather humid. 

Under normal conditions whom 
probably shrinks from It to fl per cent 
If we llgnre on it .'t per cent shrink and 
wheat sells lu Ihe fall of the your nt 
IKi cents per bushel, It would have to 
sell at as can I h per bushel lu tho 
spring lu order to bring the snmo 
amount of mm ley. If the shrink 
anion tits to ri per cent and fall wheat 
sells ut ll"> cents, then It would have 
to sell for ?1 the following spring to 
compensate for loss lu weight. Thus 
It will be seen tluit loss of weight In 
storage Is a factor that must bo con- 
sidered when wheat Is held for six or 
eight months for better prices. On 
tlto other hnnd, If wheat Is put Into 
the bins during a very dry full and 
the grain la exceedingly dry, It will 
probably not shrink to any extent, and 
In soma Instances, may even gain in 
weight to the extent of 1 or 2 per cent. 

As Is well known to fanners, often- 
times more scrlnua losses are sustain- 
ed from bln-hura lag. One lias only to 
watch the wheat coming Into the lnrgo 
markets during the winter months to 
realize that much is Injured from this 
cnuBo. Whenever a carload of wheat 
contains blu-burned grains, the grain 
Inspectors at once throw it out of No. 
1 Northern grade, no mutter how good 
the sample .may be otherwise. In fact, 
lots of wheat Is thrown out of No, 2 
Northern grade on account of being 
bln-burnod and only about G per cent 
of bln-burnod kernels nre allowed In 
No, 3 spring whent; anything nbovo 
that amount throws It into "rejected" 
grade,

FIXING HIGH NOON AT SEA. 



^Virelestt Tclci?rn]>)iy Kxpcctcd Soon to 
Overcome the IHUlculty, 

The most momentous improvement 
In navigation since the Invention of 
the chronometer, more than 140 yeara 
ago, has just been foreshadowed in a 
modest paragraph lu the report of tho 
chief of the bureau of equlpmeut of 
the United States navy. 

"It Is believed," tnys Chief Man- 
noy, "that the development of wire- 
less telegraphy will enable these (time) 
signals to be distributed over water as 
well us over laud, and that before long 
every ship at sea, In addition to every 
land station, will receive dully noon 
signals from the standard observatory, 
clock." 

What docs that mean Xothlng less 
than the elimination of the last elo- 
iiii.' nt of uncertainty from the problem 
of muling the position of a ship ut 
sen. Illthei'lo the one weak point In 
navigation lias been the dllllculty of 
currying Standard time on a voyage. 

Observations for 'local time us well 
as for hit! in do have been exact, but 
the comparison of local standard time 
for obtaining the longitude has in- 
volved a certain n mount of guossj work. 
The best chronometer Is not quite In- 
fallible, and some allowance, which 
may not he precisely right, has always 
to lie i mule for errors. 

But with time signals received from 
a nhtto.mil observatory every day nt 
noon the mariner will know his way 
over any part of the Wide ocean as ae- 
on rate ly us IT he were threading n 
buoyed channel. The chronometer 
will join the cross-staff and the nstro- 
tabe on the Junk heap of discarded 
makeshifts. 

And of course a ship that can com- 
nuinlcule with Ihe shore for one pur- 
pose Is equally In loucli with the world 
for nny other communication It needs 
to make.

The following U a partial 
description of his' experiences, dis- 
guised as a destitute worklngnmn', In 
■the Municipal Lodging House of New 
Tork: 

"After the medical examination wo 
filed through the outer office, where 
we gave over our pedigrees and the 
envelopes. In which we had boon 
obliged to put our trinkets, to the 
bookkeeper; and after that wis went 
clown a flight of stepp to the base- 
ment where hundreds of dirty men 
were being made clean. Every man 
was Instructed to remove his cloth- 
Ing and place It In a net bag given 
htm for the purpose. The garments 
were then hung In a great oven and 
subjected to n temperature of 230 de- 
grees F. The men meantime were 
compelled to take a handful of green 
soap and rub ft upon their beads, and 
then tD stand under a very Niagara of 
water which descended from taps In 
the ceiling. There was no escaping 
this drenching proccaa. A btg attend- 
ant armed with a mop handle Inspect- 
ed _ each man as he went under the 
water, and never failed to object vigor- 
ously when any attempted to escape 
while the slightest particle of grime 
remained upon him.
